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Huron’s police chief suspended

Huron Township Supervisor George W. Moore has 
suspended the township’s acting police chief, Christopher 
Maciolek. ... . ,... . 

The suspension of Maciolek was made in an official take¬ 
over” of the township’s police department last week by 
Moore. 

“A state of urgencv in the enforcement of township laws” 
was cited by Moore as his reason for the suspension of 
Maciolek. a" three-year member of the eight-man police 
force and acting chief for the last eight months. 

Moore suspended Maciolek without formal approval of the 
township board last Thursday. He reported he sought the 
advice of Township Attorney Thornton Hopson before taking 

^Overtures have been made to Romulus Police Chief Jacob 
J Koch to serve as Huron Township’s police chief on a full 
time basis. Maciolek is a parttime police officer. 

Koch, although still on the Romulus police department’s 


payroll, admitted he has been approached by Moore and 
said he is seriously considering the offer. 

Koch’s position as police chief was eliminated when 
Romulus entered into a five-year law enforcement contract 
with the Wayne County Sheriff’s Department for 24-hour a 
day police protection. 

The contract, signed in August did not include the policel 
chief but provided for the transfer of the city’s police per¬ 
sonnel into the Road Patrol Division of the sheriff’s 
department Since August Koch has been a liaison man 
between the city and the county on police matters. 

Maciolek has questioned Moore’s legal authority to 
suspend him without township board approval. Moore says 
he feels the board will back him up and agree to his 
recommendation to appoint Koch. Koch’s resignation from 
Romulus would be required before any official action is 
taken 

Moore reported he acted because of the reluctance of the 
township board to act at a meeting held last week. 

The matter will be brought up again tonight (Wednesday) 
when the board holds its regular meeting. Moore announced 


he .will formally request board approval for the ap¬ 
pointment of Koch. 

In commenting on the suspension of Maciolek, Moore 
charged that Maciolek “spends too much time on parades 
and seminars and not enough time on police work.” Moore 
also contended that Maciolek was overspending his police 
force budget He cited an August expenditure of about $2,100 
while the average monthly expense has been under $1,500. 

Maciolek and Township Clerk Mrs. Mary Lou Carey were 
responsible for the appearance of Apollo 15 Astronauts Col. 
David R. Scott, Lt. Col. James B. Irwin and Maj. Alfred W. 
Worden in September to participate in the township’s first 
annual Police and Firemen’s Field Day. 

In a communication addressed to township citizens, 
township board police department members and the Huron 
Clinton Park Authority, Moore said: 

“A state of urgency exists in the enforcement of township 
laws. This urgency exists today and for that reason the 
directorship of the Huron Township Police Department has 


been assumed by the supervisor of Huron Township until the 
urgency is returned to a state of calm.” 

The supervisor cited that under Michigan statute he has 
the authority to prosecute in the name of the people of the 
township whenever necessary. He added that all rank and 
assignments of police officers as of Oct. 14 have been 
released and that all officers shall be known as patrolmen, 
including Maciolek. 

Maciolek reported the township has budgeted $40,000 for 
the police department this year but the board is not “even 
willing to spend that.” 

“How can he expect us to follow up on crime and at the 
same time refuse to give us more money,” said Maciolek, 
who is paid $3.30 hourly for part-time police work. 

Moore stated the township is in need of an experienced 
police executive to run and build up the township force. 

“The township has the money to do this and with ap¬ 
proximately $10,000 in Emergency Employment Act funds 
allotted to the township we can design and train our present 
police personnel,” Moore said. 



Meeting set to discuss 
school financial plight 
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The Romulus Board of 
Education Monday night 
agreed to schedule a meeting 
with residents of the school 
district to discuss the school 
district’s financial problems 
and other pertinent issues. 

The meeting, tentatively set 
for Nov. 10 at the Romulus 
Senior High School, was 
suggested by the school board 
when School Superintendent 
Robert L. McConeghy 
requested the board’s 
directions on the question of 
renewing the school millage, 
which is expiring with the 1971 
school tax levy. 


The school board also was 
asked for directions on again 
presenting to the district’s 
electorate a school building 
bond issue. 

Voters rejected two bond 
issues totaling $12.9 million at 
the June 14 school election. 

McConeghy reported that 10 
mills of the current operating 
millage of 27.9 mills per $1,000 
of state equalized assessed 
property valuation expires 
with the payment of the 1971 
school tax levy. 

Of the 27.9 tax levy, 19 mills 
is voted and 8.9 mills is 
allocated by the Wayne

Company sues Romulus 

over 1971 tax payment

bounty Circuit Court by Don 
IcCullagh, Inc., of 30803 Little 
Jack Ave., Roseville. 

The bill of complaint seeks a 
*0071 judgment aga-nsi the 
:ity calling for the payment of 
971 real estate taxes paid 
inder protest, plus interest. 

The amount of taxes paid 
mder protest on Sept. 28 was 
55,320.65. 

The court litigation initiated 
by Attorney David S. Aronow 
charges the 1971 tax 
assessment on Romulus 
property owned by the 
plaintiff violates the con¬ 
stitution of the State of 
Michigan because the 
assessment exceeds 50 per 
cent of the true cash value o^ appealed 
the property. Board of 


The suit also charges that 
the equalization procedure is 
discriminatory on taxpayers 
property and contrary to law 
and that the property of the 
taxpayer is not assessed 
uniformly by the city. 

The property involved in the 
court suit is about 40 acres of 
land located on the west side 
of Wickham Road, between 
Smith and Wick Roads. 

The city has 20 days from 
Oct. 15 to file its reply to the 
charges detailed in the suit. 

The firm’s suit states the 
property has been assessed at 
a valuation of $260 400 for 
th^ 1971 year with a state 
equalized valuation of 
$425,652. 

The valuation and 
assessment set by .the city was 
to the Romulus 
Review as being 


greatly in excess of the 
proportion of true cash value 
represented by the existing 
ratio of assessment for 
property taxes in the city. This 
appeal was denied by the 
board. An appeal on this 
decision by the company is 


pending before the Michigan 
State Tax Commission. 

“The said valuation ^nH 
assessment tor the year 
1971 represents excessive, 
discriminatory and unlawful 
assessment of plaintiff’s 
property,” the suit states. 


The Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners Thursday 
approved a third Emergency 
Employment Act funding 
which should give five area 
municipalities—Belleville, 
Romulus and Huron Sumpter 
and Van Buren townships— 
nearly $93,000 in extra funds to 
be used to hire unemployed 
persons. 

The latest allocation was 
reported to the board after 
Gov. William G. Milliken 
intervened on behalf of the 
county following the board s 
charges that Wayne County 
was shortchanged by more 
than $3.5 million in 
Emergency Employment Act 
funds. 

The county was allocated 
another $1,414,300 to use for 
hiring the unemployed, which,

audience remarked that “It 
was really good ... they did not 
make speeches at us but 
talked as though we were 
sitting across a table from 
them.” 

Dr. William Hailer of the 
Trenton Osteopathic Clinic 
compared man’s arteries to the 
plumbing in a building, ex¬ 
plaining “You only get one set 
of pipes for one life. Take care 
of yours-your arteries and 
veins - it will pay off for you, 
tel i eve me.” 

He explained that blood, like 
water in a building, must have 
pressure to go through the 
arteries to all parts of the 
body. He added that blood 
pressure normally varies a 
great deal with factors such as 
time, fatigue, nervous stress, 
including the stress of visiting 
a doctor’s office to have your 
blood pressure checked, and 
position, such as standing, 
sitting or lying down. 

“However it varies, the 


higher it is, the more damage 
it does to health and the more 
it shortens life,” he said.He 
emphasized that “Americans 
eat too much fat and too much 
salt. Only four grams of salt a 
day is necessary for life.” 

Mrs. Diane Batch, dietician 
at Trenton Hospital, com¬ 
mented that man, “as a 
nutritionist, is terrible. He is 
indifferent to the basic needs 
of his body.” 

A great many people suffer 
a great deal of ill health 
because of this, she added 

Dr. S. Phillip Grillo of 
Belleville led the audience in 
playing “Risko,” a game 
designed to emphasize the 
importance of risk factors in 
keeping a healthy heart, 
especially ;ne preventive risk 
factors such as smoking, lack 
of exercise and a high fat diet.

As soon as the renovations 
can be completed, the coun¬ 
ty's 50 female prisoners 
currently housed in Wayne 
County Jail in Detroit will be 
moved to Wayne County 
General Hospital in Westland. 

The Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners yesterday 
voted 17-0 with four ab¬ 
stentions to approve the shift 
following renovations of one of 
the hospital’s wings, which is 
not to exceed $90,000. 

The board, already plagued 
with financial troubles which 
may result in a more than $5 
million deficit in this year’s 
budget, was stunned to hear a 
report from Frank Wilkerson, 
Wayne County jail ad¬ 
ministrator, informing 


members it will cost 
anywhere between $60,000 to 
$90,000 to transform the 
hospital wing into suitable jail 
facilities. 

It wasn’t only the amount 
which shocked the members, 
but the estimated six to eight 
weeks it will take to complete 
the renovation. 

The board, under court 
order to renovate the jail, had 
pledged to begin the im¬ 
provement Nov. 1. In order to 
accomplish this, prisoners in 
the jail have to be shifted, and 
one of the methods of 
removing the prisoners 
centers on getting rid of the 
female prisoners, numbering 
about 50, and replacing them 
wjth male prisoners. 

Board members were ap¬ 
parently not informed until 
yesterday about the estimated 
costs of renovating the 
hospital, and later questioned 
the need of renovating it at all 
until Wilkerson filled them in. 

The jail administrator 
explained the wing consists of 
one large room and that 
partitions would have to be 
erected, along with sanitary 
facilities, to separate the 
women prisoners, whom he 
described as “hardened.” 


Ed Bresnahan, building 
director for the countv’s board 
of auditors, said the possibility 
had not been looked into. The 
board, it appeared, was 
anxious to approve the 
proposal and lessen the court 
pressure already on it. 

Among the commissioners 
voting in favor of the proposal 
were James R. McCartney (D- 
25th), John N. Sabo Jr. (D- 
24th), John J. McCann (D- 
26th), John Lesinski (D-20th) 
and James DeSana (D-23rd). 

McCartney, whose district 
encompasses most of 
Westland, and Wayne County 
General Hospital, said after 
the meeting he favored the 
idea because the present 
county jail must be renovated 
as quickly as possible and he 
did not want to see the court 
rule the board in contempt for 
inaction on the renovations. 

He said he could perceive of 
a fight erupting and possibly 


more serious trouble if the 
women were housed in one 
large room and women 
security guards asked to 
watch them. 

Wilkerson went so far as to 
suggest the women could 
either begin a fight or take one 
of the guards hostage, leaving 
the adSninistrators with little 
recourse. 

“It could endanger the lives 
of the policewomen and in¬ 
mates by moving them all into 
one room,” he said. 

Several commissioners had 
questioned why the women 
could not be housed in 
Detroit’s Herman Kiefer 
Hospital, which, they said , 
had separate rooms which 
would eliminate the need for 
the costly renovations. They 
also contended it would be 
cheaper since the prisoners 
would not have to be tran¬ 
sported as far to courts in 
Detroit.

The construction portion of 
an international school 
building and information 
exchange project initiated by 
the Cory Elementary School 
PTA two years ago with a 
Peruvian village has been 
completed, according to Jan 
Rus, Peace Corps volunteer 
and liaison between the two 
schools. 

In a recent correspondence 
received by Mrs. Fran Petre, 
chairman for the school-to- 
school project, final con¬ 
struction details on the new 
school were finished on Sept. 
14. 

The occasion was 
celebrated by the villagers 
both as the founding date of 
the school and as the date the 
Peruvian government granted 
the village of Camacani of¬ 
ficial recognition, an honor 
earned by very few altiplano 
communities. 

The fiesta included the 
presentation of the completed 
school building project, 
partially funded by the Cory 
PTA through its contribution 
of nearly $1,000. Rus also 
presented the village elders 
with an album of pictures of 
Cory children along with some 
of their work. 

The celebration was at¬ 
tended by school, government, 
military and community 
leaders who shared in speech¬ 
making to honor the occasion. 

According to Rus, the people 
of the village have been en¬ 
thralled by the things sent by 


the Romulus school group. 
The parents have been even 
more amazed than the 
children. They found it hard to 
believe that samples of art 
work sent to Peru could have 
been done by mere primary 
school students. The 
Camacani children im¬ 
mediately began to make 
similar objects. 

They also were fascinated 
by newspaper accounts telling 
of their village and the ex¬ 
change program, and were 
proud to think their efforts 
were recognized outside their 
immediate surroundings. 

“Camacani is a name that is 
heard internationally,” said 
one of the community leaders 
with great pride and dignity, 
Rus reported. 

Because the Ruses have 
completed their tour of 
volunteer duty with the Peace 
Corps and will be returning to 
the United States, they have 
left the completed building 
project and a balance of $10 
from Cory’s original con¬ 
tribution in the hands of the 
community. 

Father James Madden, an 
American priest who lives in 
Camacani, assisted by Art 
Davidson, Peace Corps 
volunteer in Puno, Peru, will 
keep the information ex¬ 
changes continuing, because, 
Rus stated, the people 
themselves would be too shy to 
reply, even though they love 
hearing from their American 
friends and have spent long 
periods of time looking at the 
things sent by the Cory group.

Sen. Griffin is fighting the odds against his 


U.S. Senator Robert P. Griffin has thought it all over and 
will seek re-election next year against odds that would 
paralyze a lesser spirit. 

He needs more dollars and more dedicated Republicans 
than exist in Michigan right now. 

Griffin is in that stage where almost anything that happens 
will improve his position, a pre-campaign condition that is 
cherished by some political leaders. 

Michigan Republicans, realizing the peril to their lone U.S. 
Senate seat, are being counseled to keep Griffin’s future 
misty with speculation until later. 

But privately they are planning on a campaign for Griffin, 
discarding all the talk of an appointment to the U.S. Supreme 
Court, President Nixon’s cabinet or other diversions. 

Girffin is hedgehopping around the state as time permits to 
prop up Republican hopes and energies, a tour which in early 
October to Evart, a town of 1,775, Osceola county. 

There he addressed a Republican dinner served by the high 
school Band Boosters Club and left the impression he was 


announcing his candidacy for re-election with these words: 

“If I lose the next election, the Republican party in 
Michigan will be in very serious condition. If we work hard, 
we’ll have at least one Republican senator (Griffin) from 
Michigan.” 

National Committeewoman Ranny Reicher said it was not 
an announcement, that Griffin is being very careful to avoid 
it right now. 

TTiat’s because of the social quirk which converts a wise 
and energetic incumbent of the highest stature into a 
grasping politician the moment he announces his candidacy 
for anything. 

Newspapers weigh his words in political terms and the 
television cameras suddenly develop statesmanship en¬ 
forced by the Federal Communications Commission. 

So Republicans and Griffin would like to wait a spell before 
cutting off all the goodies. 

National polls state that most of the new 18-year-old vote 
will be Democratic, though others in Michigan give Griffin a 
3 per cent edge among the new voters. 


Gov. William Milliken and other party chiefs here concede 
that Michigan has more Democrats that Republicans and for 
Griffin to win he’ll need a sizeable chunk of the independent 
vote and some Democrats. 

The Democrats are likely to oppose Griffin with Atty. Gen. 
Grank J. Kelley, a 10-year veteran in the political spotlight 
who enjoys a stateide political base and, seemingly, has 
everything going for him. 

So what is the chore for Republicans? 

The party is still running a deficit crowding $700,000, down 
only $44,000 from the red ink level after the 1970 election. 
Griffin will need $1 million to $1.5 million in 1972. 

“We’re grateful for almost anything,” said Mrs. Riecker. 
“All you do now is scrounge for nickles and dimes.” 

On Nov. 6, there will be 13 Birthday Salute to Bob Griffin 
dinners outstate and one for the Detroit area at the Raleigh 
House in Southfield, all to raise Republican money. 

The prices will range from $25 in the smaller areas to $50 
and $100 a plate in metropolitan areas and to $150 for the 
Detroit area dinner.

Grant approved for Romulus schools 


Speaking of Schools

Romulus Community Schools 

Robert L. McConeghy, superintendent of schools, 
has received official notification from the 
superintendent of public instruction that the State 
Board of Education has determined an allocation of 
$192,600 for the Romulus Community School District 
under section 3, public act 312, for the fiscal year 
1971-1972. 

The district must identify and provide services 
for 963 low-achieving pupils. Of this number, 735 
must be enrolled in grades K-4, and the remaining 
228 pupils in grades 5 and 6. 

Section 3 funds must be used to supplement 
existing programs and instruction, and cannot be 
us^i to supplant funding of regular instructional 
activities. Section 3 children may be identified and 
selected in each of the elementary schools in the 
district. 

This grant will enable the school district to plan 
added instructional programs designed to improve 
student achievement in basic cognitive skills, such 
as in reading and-or arithmetic. 


The Romulus Community School District will be 
eligible for allocations from Section 3 for the fiscal 
year 1971-1972 and for each of the following two 
fiscal years, provided that the objectives required 
by the state department are met. 

In order to meet the requirements of the State 
Department of Education, the following procedures 
must be followed: 

(1) Pupils to be served must be identified. 

(2) Performance objectives for the basic skills 
which can be evaluated must be developed. 

(3) A plan for comparability must be developed 
by the district. 

(4) Parents, teachers, and administrators must 
be involved in the comprehensive planning, 
development and evaluation procedures. 

After being informed by the state consultant of 
the tremendous task of developing worthwhile 
programs to meet the needs of eligible pupils in the 
district, as federal and state coordinator for the 
district, with the approval of the superintendent of 
schools, I planned an in-service workshop session 
which was held for one full day. 

The workshop involved the elementary and junior 
high principals, executive members of the Romulus 
Community Schools, and members of the Com¬ 
pensatory Policy Advisory and Continuing 


Ecucation Councils, as well as the president of the 
PTA Area Council, superintendent and assistant 
superintendent of schools. 

Realizing the need for a general plan for effective 
programming to meet guideline dates, the ad¬ 
ministrators and parents expressed the need for 
some immediate consultant service. On Oct. 3,1971, 
the superintendent of schools contracted with the 
Division of field services of Eastern Michigan 
University to administer and implement the Section 
3 program for the Romulus Community School 
District for the 1971-1972 fiscal year. 

Dr. Ralph Steffek, special consultant for 
educational services, has been assigned to develop 
a general plan of action, with other Eastern 
University staff members and with the Romulus 
community schools’ planning teams. 

The executive, administrative and advisory 
groups are now establishing basic data for iden¬ 
tifying potential section 3 program participants. 

The next procedure will be the establishment of a 
teacher-parent-principal committee, initiated by 
each elementary principal on a building level. 

Dissemination of the development of this general 
plan of action will be made available to the com¬ 
munity through the action groups and mass media 
in the near future.

Scouts ’ dues frozen, 
increase was mistake 


The wage-price freeze is 
having an effect on a lot of 
people these days and now it’s 
involving the children of this 
area. 

Local Girl Scouts learned 
this week that their national 
membership dues, which were 
raised from $1 to $2 per year 
on Sept. 1, are covered by the 
freeze and should not have 
been increased. 

The dues increase, which 
was authorized by the national 
delegate council of the Girl 
Scouts of the U.S.A. in 1969, 
was the first increase for the 
organization since 1946. 

All funds from the mem¬ 
bership dues are used to 
finance the national Girl Scout 
organization and none 
remains in the local council. 

The Huron Valley Girl Scout 
Council i$ funded by 12 United 
Funds and Community Chests 
and gifts of individuals. 

The Office of Emergency 
Preparedness in Washington, 
D.C. has advised the Girl 
Scouts that all girls and adults 
who have already paid dues at 
$22 since Sept. 1 are entitled to 
a credit of 20 cents toward 
their next year’s dues, if they 
desire. 

According to the Office of 
Emergency Preparedness, 
this 20-cent amount was 
arrived at by determining that 
an overpayment had been v 
made on the second dollar fortj 
that period of the freeze* 
during which the dues in¬ 
crease was in effect, Sept. 1 to 
Nov. 13. This period is 
equaivalent to one-fifth of a 
year, or in other words, 20 
cents of the second dollar. 


Individuals having already 
paid the $2 are encouraged to 
consider the 20 cents as a gift 
to the Girl Scouts of the U.S.A. 

Any girl or adult who has 
dues to be paid before the end 
of the freeze period and who 
elect to pay only $1 will be a 
member in good standing and 
will not be subject to an ad¬ 
ditional assessment after the 
freeze. 

All members registering 
during this period are en¬ 
couraged to pay $2 with the 
understanding the additional 
amount is a gift to the Girl 
Scouts of the U.S.A. 

According to Mrs. James A. 
Kennedy, Ann Arbor, 
president of the Huron Valley 
Girl Scout Council, this 
decision of the Office of 
Economic Opportunity could 
have serious implications for 
the national organization.“We 
know it is not the intent of the 
federal government to 
jeopardize the future of a 
movement of four million 
members,” she said, “but the 
implications are very 
serious.” 

On the basis of the an¬ 
ticipated increased dues, the 
Girl Scouts of the U.S.A. has 
incurred deficits totaling 
more than $5 million, she said. 
Included in this amount is an 
accident insurance policy for 
the entire membership of four 
million members. 

In addition, a number of new 
projects are underway for 
which substantial funds have 
already been spent in an¬ 
ticipation of the dues increase.

The ballots farmers will use 
to elect three regular mem¬ 
bers and two alternates to ASC 
committees will be mailed on 
about Nov. 18. A special effort 
is being made to make sure 
every eligible voter in the 
county receives a ballot. 

“We would like farmers to 
voice their choice for good 
committeemen candidates 
who will effectively serve all 
the farmers in their com¬ 
munity without regard to 
race, color, creed, sex or 
national origin,” Monks said. 

“For more than 35 years the 
farmer-elected ASC com¬ 
mittee system has functioned 
under democratic principles. 
These grassroot committees 
are comprised of, function for, 
and are run by farmers who 
live and work in the area,” 
Mr. Monks said. 

“If the system is to remain 
effective, not only must 
dedicated farmers be willing 
to serve on the committees, 
but all Wayne County farmers 
should be willing to nominate 
and elect responsible people to 
fill the committee posts,” he 
added. 

He explained that after the 
community committees are 
elected, three delegates from 
each newly-elected committee 
attend a county convention to 


fill vacancies on the County 
ASC committee. The county 
committee makes all local 
farm program decisions and 
works with community 
committees in carrying out, 
various ASCS programs. 

A farm owner, tenant, <fF 
sharecropper, 18 years or 
older, is eligible to vote if he 
can participate in any ASCS.. 
program administered in th$ 0 
community where his farm is 
located. If he is not of legal, 
voting age, he may vote in the 
ASC election if he supervises 
and conducts the farming 
operation on an entire farm., 
Monks said any practicing 
farmer who has not received a 
ballot by Nov. 18 should apply 
for it at the County office.

Huron watershed council 
to discuss recreation area 


The Huron River Watershed 
Council will hold its October 
meeting tomorrow Thursday, 
in Brighton High School, 
Brighton, beginning at 8 p.m. 

The main item on the 
council’s agenda will be a 
discussion of the plans for 
development of the Island 
Lake State Recreation Area. 
Other agenda topics will be 
staff and executive committee 
reports and discussion of a 
council position statement on 
the new Huron-Clinton 
Metropolitan Authority plans 
for a new Metropark on Mill 
Creek in Washtenaw County. 
As with all council meetings, 
Thursday’s session is open to 
the public. 

The possibility that the 
Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources will dam 
the Huron River to create a 
recreation lake in the state’s 
Island Lake land has been 
given a great deal of attention 


in the past few months. While 
no formal public an¬ 
nouncement of the state’s 
intentions has been made, 
preliminary plans have been 
developed. These plans are 
now being reviewed by the 
state. 

The Island Lake Recreation 
Area is located in Green Oak 
Township, in southeastern 
Livingston County. Ken¬ 
sington Metropark, developed 
and operated by the HCMA, 
lies just up-stream from the 
state recreation area. 

“We are sure the state is 
being very thorough in its 
analysis of the desirability of 
developing a major park 
facility at Island Lake”, said 
Warren Miller, executive 
secretary of the Watershed 
Council. “Nevertheless, we 
are very concerned about the 
possible effects of the 
proposed lake on the Huron 
River. Many other groups are 


also concerned about these 
issues; we’ve been requested 
by several organizations to 
take a position on the state’s 
plans.” 

“The meeting will not be a 
formal public hearing”, Miller 
added. “Our major objective 
is to present a forum for the 
discussion of the water- 
related issues and to discuss 
the possible impacts of the 
development on the water¬ 
shed.” The DNR Parks 
Division has been invited to 
discuss their current plans.

A cartoonist named Steig 
once drew a series about 
childhood fantasies depicting 
day-dreams in which the hero 
saved the world from Hitler, 
from monsters, from bandits 
in one fell swoop.

The first Tibbs film, dealing 
with Tibbs solving a crime in a 
narrow-minded southern 
town, made an attempt to 
discuss a serious social 
question; there are no such 
pretentions to “The 
Organization," which is as 
escapist as any James Bond or 
Matt Helm film.

A minute’s 
reflection would suggest that 
it isn’t quite so easy to erase 
such groups, but serious 
reflection is not cricket in 
escapist films.

It is extraordinarily difficult 
for a director to act in his own 
film and maintain a proper 
perspective, but some veteran 
directors have done it with 
success. It is sheer folly for a 
new director to try it. 

Yet this is what Clint 
Eastwood has done in ‘‘Play 
Misty For Me," his first 
directorial effort after years 
of acting. ‘‘Misty’’ has 
possibilities, but Eastwood is 
not able to grasp them fully. 

Eastwood stars as Dave 
Garver, a Carmel, California, 


Evelyn wrecks Garver’s 
house and nearly kills his 
housekeeper and is in- 
situtionalized. Fortunately for 
the plot, albeit completely 
illogically, she is released in 
time to return for a rousing 
climax in which she carves up 
police Sgt. McCallum (John 
Larch) and threatens Tobie. 


Special film on drugs 


The reasons a new director 
should not also act are evident 
in Eastwood’s performance, 
which is shallow; he speaks 
with a throaty voice as if he is 
continually trying to seduce 
the audience, but there is no 
force behind it. 

Eastwood also can not stop 
playing around with his 
camera, a typically novice 
fault. He goes for unusual 


shots which become intrusive, 
plays around with cuts and 
dissolves and also has a thing 
about eye closeups. Eastwood 
has an unusual grasp of his 
materials for his first time 
out, but he has problems 
assembling them. 

“Misty” is also loosley cut, 
a lyric love scene and a 
following scene of the Mon¬ 
terey Pop Festival are 
completely unnecessary, do 
nothing to heighten a mood of 
suspense, and probably were 
inserted so that Eastwood 
could show that he could 
handle such scenes. 

Eastwood also borrows 
liberally from others; his 
murdered detective scene is 
straight out of Hitchcock’s 
“Psycho." 

Only Jessica Walter, of tb^' 
rest of the cast, makes a^iy 
impression. She shifts into and 
out of mania abruptly in a 
difficult role. 

“Play Misty For Me" has its 
moments but Eastwood does 
not sustain them. The next 
time he directs a film he 
shouldn’t act in it. That way he 
can pay attention to what he’s 
doing. /' 


to be shown on ‘Soul!’ 


A film of drugs entitled “Epitaph" will be 
seen in a special edition of “Soul!" at 10 p.m., 
tonight, on Channel 56. 


The group masterminds the 
theft from the syndicate of $ J 2 
million worth of heroin, then 
are confronted with a murder 
charge when the syndicate 
murders its man for opening 
the vault for his kidnappers. 
They call in Tibbs (Poitier, of 
course) who foolishly agrees 
to undercut his police 
organization and help them. 


“Epitaph", the story of a black youth whose 
life is ended by heroin, was written by a 26- 
year-old black filmmaker, Richard Mason, 
who himself died of an overdose two months 
after beginning production of this film. The 
work was picked up and completed by Samuel 
Holmes, a graduate of NET’S Television 
Training School for young people from 
minority groups. 


From then on its a race to 
see whether Tibbs and his 
“irregulars" can get to the 
syndicate big men before the 
syndicate picks 1 off the six, one 
by one, and j recovers the 
heroin. Uliint&tely Tibbs is 
suspended by the force for 
irregular activities which 
connect him to the heroin 
heist. 


“Epitaph" is not a documentary. It is a 
short dramatic work (about 40 minutes) with 
an explicitly anti-drug theme. “There’s no 
glorification,” says Holmes. “This film deals 
straight to the point of death." 

But in addition to underlining the dead-end 
nature of hard drugs, the film also com¬ 
municates the bleak world confronting 
people who it asserts, are trapped in a hellish 
existence by a racist society. 


The film was made on New York’s lower 
east side - for generations a depository for the 
lowest caste in society, and now composed 
substantially of black and Spanish-speaking 
neighborhoods. The story is performed by 
r esidents of this area. 

In the light of Mason’s death, the film ap¬ 
pears to be autobiographical to some 
significant degree. It concerns a teenage boy 
named Garrrette. He is deeply troubled by 
the world he faces each day, but the only 
response he can get from his family is: 
“There’s nothing you can do about it; so live 
for today." 

Garrette becomes involved with drugs, and 
the circumstances of his life continue to 
deteriorate. An encounter with a homosexual 
teacher demoralizes him still further. 
Finally, in the most graphic of scenes, he 
injects himself with heroin and passes out. 
Attempts to save his life at a nearby hospital 
are unsuccessful.

New Belleville families 
get health survival kit 


DALLAS — Some 2,000 
poor children were placed in 
jobs last summer despite a 
tight labor market in Dallas.

School bus accidents , 


deaths reach new high 


Seventeen persons, 12 of 
them under 20 years of age, 
were killed and 729 others 
injured in 1,315 school bus and 
related type accidents in 
Michigan in the 1970-71 school 
year, the State Police traffic 
division annual summary 
disclosed. 

The death, injury and ac¬ 
cident totals all were new 
highs since record keeping 
began in Michigan more than 
20 years ago. 

Compared with the previous 
year, there were increases of 
10 in deaths, 63 in injuries and 
230 in accidents. 

Of the accidents, 17 caused 


fatalities, 382 resulted in in¬ 
juries while 916 caused 
property damage only. 

The breakdown by accident 
types: 

Physically involving school 
buses: — there were nine 
persons killed, four of them 19 
years old or younger, and 471 
others injured in 919 of these 
accidents. The previous year 
had three deaths and 440 in¬ 
jured in 724 accidents. 

Associated type accidents: 
— there were 122 which killed 
eight children and injured 66 
persons. These are accidents 
in which other vehicles cause 
injury to persons before 


boarding or after leaving 
buses. The previous year had 
four children killed and 43 
injured in 54 accidents. 

Other associated type ac¬ 
cidents—thoseninvolving 
vehicles affected by the 
stopping of buses—totaled 274 
which caused no deaths but 
injured 192 persons. The 
previous year had no deaths 
and 183 injured in 307 ac¬ 
cidents. 

In the 1970-71 school year, 
there were 793, 585, students 
transported daily in 10,028 
buses which traveled a total of 
84 million miles. 

In the school year State 
Police officers inspected 
10,181 buses, with 8,740 ap¬ 
proved for a passing per¬ 
centage of 87. There were 4,997 
reinspections, making a total 
of 15,178 bus inspections made 
by State Police.

TTiey can do it by joining SMART, the Southern Michigan 
Action React Team. SMART is part of the nationwide 
REACT network, Radio Emergency Associated Citizens 
Teams. 

According to Dave Whitacre, of Romulus, founder and 
president of SMART, the organization wants to be a friendly 
helper, not a mere watchdog. 

“We want to be eyes and ears for the community,” 
Whitacre said, ‘‘not police officers.” 

He said a badge and flashing lights would defeat the pur¬ 
pose they were formed for. In fact, SMART is not even in¬ 
terested in a regular patrol. 

Whitacre explained that the Detroit Metropolitan area is 
dotted heavily with CB operators. The problem is not 
necessarily one of being present in an emergency, but in 
having a channel of communication with which to summon 
aid. 

“People with CB radios in their cars who are just going 
back and forth to the grocery store constitute a patrol as far 
as we are concerned,” Whitacre said. “What we want to 
provide is a monitoring service that they can call when they 
see an emrgency situation.” 

The most immediate type of help that SMART can provide 
is to stranded motorists on freeways, or people involved in 
auto accidents. Another vaulable service, when the SMART 
monitoring system is set up, will be location of lost children. 

Whitacre is presently in contact with city officials from 
several area communities. He is hoping one of the com¬ 
munities will have space to donate for use as a monitoring 
station. In return, SMART can render valuable emergency 
service to police departments. 

“We’ll pay for installation of a telephone and for the phone 
bill,” the president said. “All we need is a little space, and it 
doesn’t have to be very fancy.” 

The main advantage of such a monitoring station is that the 
entire SMART team could be activated with a single phone 
call to that loration, rather than having the necessity of 
calling a long list of numbers. 

One of the cities that SMART has been talking to is Inkster, 
where some program between the new organization and the 
Community Watch Program is being considered. Whitacre 
said that several other cities have also expressed an interest.

Though we’re in the midst of the football season, the 
Romulus board of education turned its thoughts to high 
school basketball last week to discuss the problems of 
scheduling. 

Romulus, for years a member of the now defunct Twin 
Valley Conference, apparently can’t find enough local cage 
foes to play and, under a request by athletic director Edward 
Baum and head basketball coach David Court, must seek 
outside-the-area rivals. 

The Eagles received a board approval to travel 100-miles to 
Muskegon Heights, for one of their games. 

Because a 100 mile travel limit on competitive sports, the 
board had to approve the trip-and it did. Hie motion carried 
though one board member was reluctant to make it 
unanimous. 

So, the Eagle will have to fly more than 100 miles to play 
basketball, leaving us to wonder what will happen to the 
spectators-will they tag along? 

Send my child 100 miles to watch a regular season game! 

Oh, what is this world coming to? 

Each year about this time the cross country coaches put 
their heads together and come up with an All-Area team. 

Not this year. 

The Westland Jaycees have kindly agreed to sponsor an 
All-Area meet, similar to that which the Associated 
Newspapers and The Daily Eagle runs for track. 

The Jaycees will offer medals to the top 10 finishers, the 
first seven of whom will automatically be named to the all¬ 
area team. 

The date and time of the meet are undecided, but all the 
plans are on the drawing boards and will be revealed soon. 
So, keep posted. 

And here’s an item of interest to folks who believe that 
football is a game of injuries. 

A news story over the wires caught my attention the other 
day - the one about the lad being killed reportedly after a 
practice football session. 

I wonder just how many youngsters and mature football 
players actually do succumb to grid injuries, so I looked for 
the facts. An AP story says “no team sport anywhere in the 
world has an incidence of injury more frequent than 
American football...BUT - 

“When comparing deaths on the gridiron with those in 
other sports,” said Dr. Charles M. Henderson, “football 
seems almost sedentary”. 

The hazards of ordinary driving in an automobile, Dr. 
Henderson recently told the National Athletic Trainers 
Association, are nine (9) times greater for young men in the 
15-22 age group than participation in football. 

Other findings cited by Dr. Henderson: A 1964 study 
showed a ratio of 3.9 deaths for each 100,000 participants in 
football, 16.7 deaths per 100,000 in power-boat racing, 120 per 
100,000 for auto racing, 133.3 for horse racing and 278.6 for 
motorcycling. 

The Mid-Wayne Conference is slowly crumbling — that’s a 
fact. 

And while the inevitable happens, some of the protagonists 
are meeting behind closed doors, in “secret meetings” to 
form new alliances. But, as yet, there is nothing official to 
report. 

“Secret” - informers say that a Wyandotte newspaper is 
publishing an in-depth story on the subject. (And I thought 
the principals in this area loved me!) 

Anyway, one this is sure: nothing is sure about the 
projected formation of high schools. However, the discord in 
the Mid-Wayne has found some listeners in the Border Cities, 
namely, Dearborn Fordson, Monroe, and Wyandotte, whose 
their representatives to the secret meeting. 

Delegations also were in attendance from the independent 
districts of Riverview and Lincoln Park. 

Put them all together - Wayne, Taylor Center, Annapolis, 
and the a third Taylor high school which will open its doors in 
1973 you count nine. 

But one, Dearborn Heights Annapolis immediately an¬ 
nounced: “It would not have any part of the new affiliation, 
because it was a ‘David among Goliaths’.” 

(Oh, what a secret meeting that must have been!) 

But the new alignment, if it does materialize, does have the 
assets of a solid, all-around league. With the exception of 
Riverview, all are Class A high schools. 

For the indoctrinated one of the reasons given for the 
disolution of the Mid-Wayne was that it didn’t offer com¬ 
petition in all sports, band exchanges, girls’ athletics, etc. 

This may be so, but there was a racial problem which 
school officials refused to discuss openly*. 

And when will the next secret meeting be held - can’t tell

Allen Park was penalized 
during the extra point attempt 
and the Tigers decided to try 
for the two points from the 2 x k 
yard line but failed, leaving 
them one-point shy of 
equalizing the margin. 

Belleville’s defense, led by 
Keith Simons, managed to 
keep the Jaguars in check the 
rest of the night. 

“The entire team was up for 
this game,” pointed out 
Belleville’s Emerson. “We 
were a completely different 
ball club from that of a week 
ago. The kids put it all 
together.” 

Belleville saw a third 
quarter scoring threat fizzle 
when a pass interception 
stopped them on the Allen 
Park 27-yard line. 

Dansard, an exciting run¬ 
ner, proved he is one to be 
reckoned with as he out¬ 
distanced Allen Park’s All- 
State candidate, Mike Trionfi. 
Dansard rushed for 119 yards 
in 23 carries to the Trifonfi’s 93 
yards for 18 tries. 

Statistically, Belleville piled 
up 172 yards rushing and 48 
passing for a total of 220 as 
compared to 158 rushing and 
minus 9 passing for Allen 
Park. The Tigers carded 15 
first downs to AP’s eight. 

Belleville will host its final 
game of the season on Friday 
when Livonia Bentley is in 
town. It’s Parents’ Night for 
the Tigers and another huge 
crowd is expected on hand. 

The Tigers will have two 
more road games before 
rounding out the season. 

Emerson has a lot of respect 
for the Livonians, despite the 
fact they have been able to win 
but one of their five league 
starts. 

“We must be ready to play 
football,” said Emerson. “We 
can’t afford erratic per¬ 
formances. All the teams in 
this league are tough and as 
soon as all of our boys realize 
it, the better we will stand.”

Windstorms do more damage, 
kill more than hurricanes 


Among the ill winds that 
blow no good, tornados and 
hurricanes are considered the 
arch-villains. Now comes word 
that the ordinary garden 
variety windstorm wreaks 
more damage than its 
celebrated cousins do. 

Figures compiled by the 
National Weather Service 
show that windstorms ac¬ 
counted for at least $50 million 
in property damage in the 
United States for each of the 
last 10 years - and in some of 
those years caused more than 
$500 million in damage. 

“We don’t hear much about 
windstorms because few 
people are affected by each of 
them," says Edwin P. Wiegel, 
public affairs officer for the 
Natonal Weather Service. 

“The big storms like Celia 
get the headlines. Yet year in 
and year out it’s the rather 
ordinary winds that account 
for the greatest property 
damage." 

The average number of 
hurricanes and tropical 
storms is about four, the 
average number of tornados 
about 600 and the number of 
windstorms - many of them 
with violently destructive 
winds - is estimated in the tens 
of thousands. 

Windstorms are also a 
significant, though 
unrecognized, cause of death. 
Lightning from electrical 
storms kills more people each 
year on the average than any 
other weather event. 

It is common for wind¬ 
storms to blow at hurricane 
speeds of 75 miles an hour for 
brief periods, Wiegel com¬ 
ments. “These short bursts of 
speed inflict considerable 
damage by blowing off 
shingles, damaging crops or 
causing unstable buildings to 
collapse. 

“Unless it is anchored, a 
mobile home can be overturne 
by even a 45 mile-per-hour 
wind if it happens to hit at just 
the wrong angle. Winds that 
would merely rip the shingles 
off a conventional house can 
send an unsecured mobile 
home rolling like an empty 
shoebox.” 

Wiegel stronglyadvises that 
mobile homes Be anchored 
with tie-down equipment. Dr. 
Richard H. Simpson, director 
of the National Hurricane 


Center says, “I wouldn’t think 
of leaving my mobile home 
without straps attached to 
holdfasts embedded in con¬ 
crete." 

When a windstorm is an¬ 
ticipated it’s a good time to 
stay indoors but away from 


electrical appliances. If you 
should happen to be caught 
outdoors remember to keep 
away from lightning con¬ 
ductive objects. Many persons 
aware of this still remain too 
close to trees. Twice the tree’s 
height is a safe distance. 


A windstorm usually passes 
quickly, usually in the matter 
of a few hours. Remember, 
however, that windstorms 
sometimes give rise to tor¬ 
nados. Tune in your radio or 
television receiver and listen 
for warnings.

1/3 cup very finely chopped blanched almonds 

1 package (10 oz.) frozen patty shells, thawed 

Cold water 

1 egg yolk 
Water 

2 tablespoons confectioners’ sugar 

Combine tapioca pudding and milk in medium saucepan. 
Cook and stir over medium heat until mixture comes to a full 
boil. Remove from heat; stir in butter and almond extract. 
Cool 10 to 15 minues, stirring twice. Cover surface with wax 
paper. Chill thoroughly. Stir well; then fold in almonds. 

Press 3 thawed patty shells together. Roll out on lightly 
floured board into a lOMrinch circle. Repeat process with 
remaining 3 patty shells. Place bottom of 9-inch pan in center 
of one of Hie pastry circles. Lightly mark a circle, using pan 
bottom as a guide. Lift off pan and fill marked circle with 
almond-tapioca mixture. Using a pastry brush and cold 
water, moisten a band of pastry about IVz inches wide around 
filling. Place second pastry circle over top and press down 
around filling. Invert 9-inch pie pan over top of pastry. Cut 
around rim of pan with a sharp knife, holding knife at an 
angle pointing inward so that top pastry will be slightly 
larger than bottom pastry. Remove pan, and press pastry 
edges together tightly to seal. Place on a chilled baking 
sheet. 

With a small pointed knife held vertically, cut shallow 
notches at 1-inch intervals around edge of filled pastry on 
baking sheet. With point of knife, score top of pastry into 8 
pie-shaped wedges (do not cut through pastry).

In medium saucepan, combine undrained apples, sugar, 
cinnamon, nutmeg, and salt. Bring to a boil, stirring con¬ 
stantly. Reduce heat; cover, and cook 10 to 15 minutes or 
until apples are tender. In bowl, combine tapioca pudding, 
milk, and egg. Remove apple mixture from heat; stir in 
tapioca mixture. Cook and stir over medium heat until 
mixture comes to a full boil. Cook 15 minutes, stirring twice. 
Four into a large bowl or individual serving dishes. Serve 
warm or chilled. Sprinkle with the topping. Makes 3% cups or 
7 or 8 servings.

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Cost-cutting strategies 
invade the supermarket 


Two can live as cheaply as 
one, but only for half as long. 

“The sentiment is especially 
true for food costs,” says 
Marilyn Mook, extension 
foods specialist at Michigan 
State University. “If you can’t 
remember last week’s grocery 
bill without a grimace, you 
may need some effective cost¬ 
cutting strategies.” 

First of all, to figure how 
much you spend Qn food alone, 
subtract the cost of non-food 
items that you buy at the 
grocery store - soap, light 
bulbs, magazines, etc. 

Once you know your food 
expenses, you can begin to cut 
them with careful planning - 


shopping for specials, keeping 
a running list of your needs 
and shopping as seldom as 
possible. 

Shop alone, because hubby 
and kids usually discover all 
sorts of unplanned for goodies, 
she says. And if you shop when 
you’re hungry, you might be 
tempted by extras, too. 

“Generally, the more 
preparation a food 
manufacturer has done for 
you, the more expensive the 
food,” Miss Mook points out. 
“For example, a frozen TV 
dinner will probably cost more 
than a similar meal prepared

“Some exceptions to this 
rule include frozen orange 
juice concentrate, angel food 
cake mix, and ready-to-eat 
cookies and brownies,” she 
says. 

Economical food shopping 
often means you must 
sacrifice some other resource, 
and this may or may not be 
worthwhile to you. 

For example, it may be 
cheaper to bake bread at 
home, but do you have four 
hours for baking bread? 
Cheaper cuts of meat are also 
less tender, and take more 
time to prepare. It doesn’t 
take much time or 
imagination to toss a por¬ 
terhouse steak under the 
broiler. But it takes time to 
prepare swiss steak from 
round steak. 

Buying food in bulk saves 
money, but you need more 
storage space. 

“There are many ways to 
save on food costs,” Miss 
Mook says. “You may not be 
able to cut your food bill in 
half, or even by a third or 
fourth. But every few dollars 
can add up to substantial 
savings.”

According to Mrs. Ward, 
nutrition is emphasized in the 
program both to provide 
children with the basic health 
requirements and also as a 
teaching method to encourage 
children to acquire a taste for 
a variety of foods.

“Children that young 
shouldn’t have to concentrate 
so much on manners but 
rather on eating a variety of 
foods,” Mrs. Ward explained. 

Currently, there are 444 
children enrolled in the out- 
Wayne County Head Start 
program, said Jerome 
Falwell, child development 
director. 

Teachers and aides involved 
in the program take what they 
learn through practical ex¬ 
perience and workshops and 


pass the knowledge on to 
parents. 

According to Falwell, there 
must be a good working 
relationship between teachers 
and parents with an abun¬ 
dance of feedback in both 
directions for Head Start to 
succeed. 

The British infant school, 
sometimes referred to as the 
British open school, was 
discussed during the af¬ 
ternoon. Three consultants 
from Kalamazoo shared their 
own experiences in using the 
technique and discussed its 
implications for Head Start. 


The theory of the open 
school is based on a relaxed 
manner of teaching in which 
children of various ages are 
mixed in the same classroom 
and each child works on an 
individual level. The teacher 
doesn’t represent an authority 
figure to the child, but rather 
acts as a guide in educational 
explorations. 

Each child is allowed to 
work at his own speed, and 
often the older children help 
the younger. The classroom is 
organized as a series of small 
workshops in a variety of 
curricula.

AMENDMENT TO ZONING ORDINANCE 


AN ORDINANCE to amend Ordinance No. 11, as 
amended, of the Township of Sumpter entitled: 

An Ordinance to Establish Districts in the Township of 
Sumpter To Regulate The Use of Land and Structures 
Therein ; To Regulate and Limit the Weight, the Area, the 
Bulk and Location of Buildings; To Regulate and Restrict 
the Location of Trades and Industries and the Location of 
Buildings Designed for Specified Uses; To Regulate and 
Determine the Area of Yards, Courts and Other Open 
Space; To Regulate the Density of Population; to Provide 
for a Board of Appeals, and Its Powers and Duties ; and To 
Provide a Penalty for the Violation of the Terms Thereof. 

IT IS HEREBY ORDAINED by the Township Board of 
Township of Sumpter, Wayne County, Michigan: 

Section 1. That ARTICLE XVI Excavations, Soil and 
Sand Removal, Section 16.4 is amended to read as 
Follows : 

Section 16.4 FEE. A permit fee of $300.00 shall be paid to 
the Township Clerk at the time of filing the application 
and on the 1st day of April each and every year of 
operation, and a receipt issued showing the deposit of said 
fee. Upon the issurance of the permit the fee shall be paid 
into the General Fund of the Township. Upon the denial of 
the permit, said fee shall be returned to the applicant less 
the sum of $50.00 as and for the reasonable expenses in¬ 
curred by the Township in the processing of the ap¬ 
plication. 

In addition to the above fee for the permit, the operator, 
owner or owners shall pay an additional license fee of 
$.005 (% cent) per yard of material removed from the 
premises, provided that said license fee shall not be less 
than $100.00 per year exclusive of the annual permit fee 
paid by said owner or operator. 

The operator or owner shall, during the month of 
March, provide the Township with a certified statement 
from a reputable accounting firm as to the quantity of 
material removed from the said premises. Provided, 
however, that said amount shall be reduced by any sand 
or other forms of earth purchased by the Township. 

Section 2. That ARTICLE XVI Excavations, Soil and 
Sand Removal, Section 16.6is amendedto read as follows: 

Section 16.6 BOND REQUIRED. There shall be a 
minimum bond required on each application of a bond 
running to the Township of Sumpter with good and suf¬ 
ficient sureties acceptable to the Township Board, in the 
penal sum of Five Hundred Dollars for each acre or 
fraction thereof, or Twenty-Five Thousand Dollars, 
whichever is less, conditioned upon prompt and complete 
compliance with all of the provisions of this Ordinance 
and of any and all rules and regulations adopted by the 
Township Board pursuant hereto. 

The Township Board may increase the minimum bond 
and require the applicant or the landowner or both to post 
an additional cash or surety bond for the faithful per¬ 
formance of their undertakings in an amount set by the 
Board after considering the scale of the operation, the cost 
of rehabilitating the property upon default, engineering 
costs, court costs, attorney fees and other reasonable 
expenses. 

Section 3. That ARTICLE XVI Excavations, Soil and 
Sand Removal, Section 16.11 (C) is amended to read as 
follows: 

Section 16.11 Excavations for Irrigation, Orn- 
namentation and Artificial Lakes or Ponds. 

(C) The permit fee for an irrigating, decorative, or 
landscaping pond shall be $20.00 per year per pond, and 
shall be payable on the 1st day of April each and every 
year that said pond or ponds shall be in existence, and a 
receipt issued showing a deposit of said fee. Upon the 
issuance of the permit the fee shall be paid into the 
general fund of the Township. 

Section 4. That ARTICLE XVII, LAND FILLS, Section 
17.4 of Ordinance No. 11, as amended, be and the same is 
hereby amended, to read as follows: 

Section 17.4 FEES, a permit fee of $300.00 shall be paid 
to the Township Clerk at the time of filing the application, 
and on the 1st day of April each and every year of 
operation and a receipt issued showing the deposit of said 
fee. Upon the issurance of the permit, fee shall be paid 
into the General Fund of the Township. 

Upon the denial of the permit, said fee shall be returned 
to the applicant less the sum of $50.00 as and for the 
reasonable expenses incurred by the Township in the 
processing of the application. 

In addition to said permit fee, the permit holder shall 
pay an additional license fee of $.50 (fifty cents) per truck 
for each truckload of materials or rubbish, originating 
outside of the territorial limits of Sumpter Township 
dumped in any such sanitary land fill, said fee to cover the 
costs of inspecting, supervising, and policing the 
operation of sanitary land fills, to enforce the provisions of 
this Ordinance and other Ordinances pertaining to the 
same subject and to the protection of the sanitation, 
health, and welfare of the inhabitants of the Township. 

The said license fee shall apply to each truckload and to 
each trailer load as if separate vehicles, and shall be 
payable monthly, without necessity of demand to the 
Township Clerk for deposit in the General Fund of the 
Township. 

The number of truckloads dumped in such sanitary 
landfill shall be submitted by the permit holder (licensee) 
to the Township Board with the monthly payment and if 
the Board is not satisfied that the numerical count is 
accurate the permit holder shall have the burden of 
establishing the accuracy of the Count to the satisfaction 
of the Board, provided, however, that the Township 
Board, may after hearing an investigation and with the. 
consent of the licensee establish an average monthly 
licensing fee with such licensee at a flat sum based upon 
the average number of truckloads dumped per month, 
and such flat rate shall constitute the license fee payable 
until such time as either the licensee or the Township 
Board, by first class mail, requests review of the rate or 
termination of the average monthly rate. 

Failure to make prompt payment of the license fee shall 
be grounds for the issuance of a “stop order” by the In¬ 
specting Authority and for immediate revocation of the 
permit to operate a sanitary land fill without regard to the 
procedures for revocation set forth in Sections 17.9 and 
17.10 of this Ordinance No. 11. Provided, however, that 


permits issued for land fills consisting only of natural soil 
or earth shall not require paymentof the permit fee or the 
license fee herein set forth. 

Section 5. That ARTICLE XVII, LAND FILLS, Section 
17.6 is amended to read as follows: 

Section 17.6 BOND REQUIRED. There shall be a 
minimum bond required on each application of a bond 
running to the Township of Sumpter with good and suf¬ 
ficient sureties acceptable to the Township Board, in a 
panel sum of Five Hundred Dollars for each acre or 
fraction thereof or Twenty-Five Thousand Dollars, 
whichever is less, conditioned upon prompt and complete 
compliance with all of the provisions of this Ordinance 
and of any and all rules and regulations adopted by the 
Township Board pursuant hereto. Provided, however, 
that in the event that a sanitary land fill is carried on in 
conjunction with the removal of top soil, the bond so 
required under Section 16.6 shall be sufficient for the 
minimum compliance of this Section. 

Further provided, however, that permits issued for land 
fills consisting only of natural soil or earth shall not be 
subject to the minimum bond requirement and shall be 
exempt unless the Township Board shall specifically 
require a bond and specify the amount of the bond. 

The Township Board, however, may increase the 
minimum bond and require the applicant or the land- 
owner or both to post an additional cash or surety bond 
for the faithful performance of their undertakings in an 
amount set by the Board after considering the scale of the 
operation, the cost of rehabilitating the property upon 
default, engineering costs, court costs, attorney fees and 
other reasonable expenses. 

Bond requirements specified by the Township Board 
shall continue in the amounts originally specified upon the 
permits renewed from year to year unless reviewed and 
changed by the Township Board. 

Section 6. That ARTICLE XXIV BOARD OF AP¬ 
PEALS Section 23.19 is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

Section 23.19 VARIANCE IN RULES AND 
REGULATIONS. Where there are practical difficulties or 
unnecessary hardships in the wayof carrying out the strict 
letter of this Ordinance, the Board shall have the power in 
passing upon appeal, to vary or modify any of its rules, 
regulations or provisions relating to the construction, 
structual changes in equipment, or alteration of buildings 
or structures, or the use of land, buildings or structures, 
so that the spirit of this Ordinance shall be observed, 
public safety secured and substantial justice done. 

A fee of $50.00 shall be payable to the General fund of 
Sumpter Township upon application for any variance in 
the said rulings, regulations, changes, or uses by a private 
party to the Board of Appeals. 

Section 7. That ARTICLE XXIV MISCELLANEOUS 
PROVISIONS Section 24.2 is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

Section 24.2 AMENDMENTS. This ordinance may be 
amended upon a public hearing being held by the 
Township Planning Commission, notice of which hearing 
shall be given by two publications in a newspaper of 
general circulation of the township, the first to be printed 
not more than 30 days nor less than 20 days and the second 
not more than 8 days before the date of such hearing. Not 
less than 20 days’ notice of the time and place of such 
hearing shall also be given by certified mail to each 
electric,gas, pipeline andtelephone public utility company 
that registers its name and mailing address with the 
Township Zoning Commission for the purpose of receiving 
such notice, and to each railroad operating within the 
district or zone affected. 

If an individual property is proposed for rezoning, the 
property shall be conspicuously posted at least 8 days 
prior to the hearing. 

The notices shall include the time, place, date and 
purpose of the hearing and the places and times at which 
the tentative text and any maps of the zoning ordinance 
may be examined; provided also, and in addition to 
statutory rights, that in case a protest against a proposed 
amendment, supplement or change be presented, duly 
signed by the owners of twenty percent or more of the 
frontage directly opposite the frontage proposed to be 
altered, such amendment shall not be passed except by 
the three-quarters vote of the Township Board. 

The Township Board shall conduct a public hearing only 
upon a written request ( certified mail) by a property 
owner and upon payment of a fee of $300.00 which fee shall 
be payable to the General Fund of Sumpter Township. 

A fee of $300.00 shall be payable to the General Fund of 
Sumpter Township upon application by a private party to 
the Township Board or to the Township Planning Com¬ 
mission for a re-zoning of any parcel of land within a given 
district. 

Section 8. EFFECTIVE DATE, CONFLICTING OR¬ 
DINANCES 

Section 8. This Ordinance shall become effective im¬ 
mediately upon the publication thereof, and any Or¬ 
dinance in conflict herewith is hereby repealed to the 
extent of such conflict except that the Ordinance 
establishing the higher standards for the promotion of the 
health and safety of the people shall prevail and govern.

High income, low nutrition 
makes for a paradoxical pair 


In recent years - with per 
capita income rising 
Americans have allowed a 
significant decline of certain 
nutrients in their diets. 
Vitamins A and C have 
suffered most. 

Why should an increasingly 
affluent society experience a 
nutrient shortage? According 
to Anita Dean, extension foods 
and nutrition specialist at 
Michigan State University, 
there are several reasons: 

At the turn of the century, 
Americans produced about 25 
percent of their total food 
supply at home. The bulk of 
these garden products were 
dark green and deep yellow 
fruits and vegetables - rich in 
vitamins A and C. But 
urbanization caused a 
decrease in home production, 
Mrs. Dean points out, and a 


subsitituion of less nutritious 
food forms. 

— Since World War I, there 
has been a decline in the 
amount of home-prepared 
foods, and an increased use of 
convenience foods. In 
choosing the “fast foods,” 
(including hamburger, soft 
drinks, crackers and snack 
foods) the consumer often 
neglects those which are rich 
in vitamins. 

—More and more people are 
eating out, and the growth of 
quick-stop drive-ins has been 
phenomenal. How often do 
those quick lunches at the 
corner hamburger joint 
include a salad or piece of 
fruit? 

—The fast pace of urban, 
and even some rural, lives - as 
well as a new “calorie 
consciousness” - has led to 
habitual meal-skipping. 


Teenagers, especially, 
become victims of the “too 
busy” or “not hungry” 
syndrome, the specialist says. 

—Food has lost priority in 
the family budget, which is 
often rearranged to 
accommodate a second car, or 
a special vacation. As less 
money is spent on food, less 
importance is attached to food 
values, and less time spent in 
preparation. 

—There is a downward 
spiral of supply and demand in 
terms of certain nutrients, 
Mrs. Dean explains. The 
sweet potato (an important 
source of vitamin A) is an 
example. Centralized 
production decreased the 
supply in certain areas and, as 
a result, eating patterns 
changed. Sweet potatoes were 
replaced by other foods with

less vitamin A value. 

—Over the past decade, 
“best buys” in supermarkets 
have included foods such as 
eggs and poultry as prices of 
these foods declined. At the 
same time fresh fruit and 
vegetable prices were rising. 


In autumn the ghost of 
Nimrod, the mighty hunter, 
stirs in many a husband’s 
heart. Off he will go to the 
forest with visions of filling 
the larder with game. Back he 
will come, perhaps empty- 
handed, but certainly to fill 
your sympathetic ears with 
tales of muscle strains, cuts, 
bruises and various other 
misfortunes that befell him. 

The wife who early 
recognizes her husband’s 
“hunting syndrome” can 
offset many of these problems 
if she would follow this five- 
point plan: 

1) Insist that your husband 
go for a medical checkup; 2) 
Have him get an eye checkup ; 
3) Recommend some 
preconditioning exercises; 4) 
Provide him with an adequate 
medical kit) 5) Arrange for 
him an afternoon before the 
hunt at a local rifle range. 

The medical checkup should 
include, of course, a car¬ 
diogram, particularly if he is 
over 40. It will also provide 
him with guidelines for the 
preconditioning exercises 
necessary to develop strength 
and endurance for “the 
chase.” 


In addition to confirming 
that his eyesight is sound, 
your eye doctor should check 
whether your husband is 
“right-eyed” or “left-eyed.” 
Briefly, in right-handed 
persons, the left side of the 
brain is dominant because the 
nerve fibers from the left 
cerebral hemisphere cross 
over to the opposite side at the 
base of the brain. Since the 
cross-over is not complete, 
many of us have varying 
degrees of ambidexterity. 

A simple “home” test can 
be done by pointing your 
finger at an object across the 
room — keeping both eyes 
open. With the finger still 
pointing at the object, close 
the right eye only. If you are 
“left-eyed” the finger will 
stay on the object; if you are 
“right-eyed” it will move to 
the right of the object. In 
crowded hunting areas, the 
difference could be crucial. 

Pre-conditioning exercises 
should be planned with two 
goals in mind: strength and 
endurance. A regime of push¬ 
ups, toe-touching, deep-knee 
bends and sit-ups is excellent 
— as is jogging or running in 
place. Bear in mind that 


repeating an exercise many 
times with a light load 
(weights ora heavy book) will 
increase endurance, whereas 
fewer repetitions with a 
heavier load produce 
muscular strength. 

A good basic medical kit 
should have: a first-aid 
manual; electric bandages or 
surgical tape for binding 
sprains and strains; an an¬ 
tiseptic for minor cuts; a tube 
of petroleum jelly for burns 
and chapped lips; gauze 
roller bandage; an antacid to 
relieve stomach distress 
brought on by his own 
cooking; aspirin to relieve 
headaches and aching 
muscles, and an insect 
repellent. 

Also include tweezers, a 
small scissors, a few sterile 
bandage compresses — an a 
shrill whistle! The latter 
should be used, together with 
preplanned signals, when your 
husband, the hunter, gets 
separated from his party. 

Experienced hunters 
regularly practice at local 
ranges or clubs before un¬ 
dertaking a hunt — and 
strongly recommend that 
weekend hunters do likewise. 


If your community has such a 
range, urge your husband to 
spend some time there. 

Check your local police 
department — some make 
arrangements during hunting 
season to open their target 
ranges to sportsmen. In some 
communities, hunting courses 
are even supervised by off- 
duty enforcement personnel. 

Of course, this five-point 
program doesn’t guarantee 
your Nimrod will come home 
laden with bear. But it will 
ease your anxieties about his 
perparedness and, as a result, 
send your hunter forth in high 
spirits. 

And, who knows, this time 
he may actually come home 
with something more in the 
bag than dirty laundry!

Congressmen join together to 

appeal court busing decision 


Congressman William D. 
Ford (D-15th District) has 
joined with six other Detroit- 
area congressmen, 
representing both political 
parties, in a bi-partisan effort 
to assure the appeal on behalf 
of suburban school districts of 
a case currently before the 
U.S. District Court in Detroit, 
in which the annexation of 
suburban school districts to 
the Detroit School District is 
being urged. 

The seven congressman also 
sent joint letters to Gov. 
William G. Milliken, Atty. 
Gen. Frank J. Kelley and the 
State Board of Education, who 
are parties to the present 
action, asking them to an¬ 
nounce their intention as the 
parties representing the 
suburban school districts as 
well as Detroit, to appeal any 
order requiring annexation or 
elimination of suburban 
districts. 

At the same time, the seven 
legislators co-sponsored a bill 
in the House of Represen¬ 
tatives to assure that any such 
court order would be stayed 
pending a final decision on any 
appeal or appeals filed in the 
case, or until the U.S. 
Supreme Court had an op¬ 
portunity to rule on the case, 
officially known as Bradley et 
al v. Milliken et al. 

‘’The Governor, the At¬ 
torney General and the State 
Board of Education are 
defendants in the Bradley-v- 


Milliken case,” Congressman 
Ford said, ‘‘and hence are the 
only ones who presently have 
the standing in the case to 
appeal any court order. 

“The suburban districts, 
even though their continued 
existence is at stake if such an 
order results from the suit 
now in progress, have not yet 
joined in the suit and their 
only representation is by the 
Governor, the Attorney 
General, and the State Board 
of Education,” Congressman 
Ford pointed out. 

Joining with Ford in the 
letters and legislation were 
Congressmen William 
Brromfield (R-18th District), 
Martha Griffiths (D-17th 
District), JohnDingell (D-16th 
District), James G. O’Hara 
(D-12th District), Lucien 
Nedzi (D-14th District), and 
Jack McDonald (R-19th 
District). 

The letters to the state 
officials read as follows: 

“In our opinion, the Detroit 
schools’ decision represents a 
significant extension of 
existing constitutional doc¬ 
trine and ought to be con¬ 
sidered by the highest court in 
the land. Yet, the suburban 
school systems are not parties 
to the case and the state 
defendants, which the District 
Court has held are 
representing the interests of 
suburban schools, have given 
no indication of any intention 
to appeal the District Court 
decision. 


“We have introduced 
legislation which would have 
the effect of delaying the 
implementation of any order 
issued by the District Court in 
the case of Bradley v. Milliken 
pending review by higher 
authority, and we jointly call 
upon you...to immediately 
take all necessary and timely 
steps to perfect such an ap¬ 
peal.” 

The legislation, introduced 
Tuesday (October 19), 
provides that: 

“...IN THE CASE OF ANY 
ORDER OF THE PART OF 
ANY United States district 


court which requires the 
transfer or transportation of 
any student or students from 
any school attendance area 
prescribed by competent State 
or local authority for the 
purpose of achieving a 
balance among students with 
respect to race, sex, religion 
or socio-economic status, the 
effectiveness of such order 
shall be postponed until all 
appeals in conjunction with 
such order have been 
exhausted, or in the event no 
appeals are taken, until the 
time for such appeals has 
expired.” 


Farmers are nervously 
awaiting the autumn army of 
Michigan hunters, viewing 
them as threats to livestock 
and property, says a State 
Agriculture Department of¬ 
ficial. 

Nearly a half-million hunters 
will be stalking private farms 
and woodlands for deer, small 
game and birds. Agriculture 
department spokesmen say 
most hunters will obey the 
rules, but a few could spoil it 
by shooting holes in water 
tanks, farm houses, cows and 
a gallery of other nongame 
targets. 

Michian has nearly 12 
million acres of farmland, 
much of it used for hunting 
Over 60 per cent of the state’s 
20 million acres of woodland is 
privately owned, mostly by 
farmers. 

“Hunting on private 
property is a privilege, not a 
right,” says B. Dale Ball 
Agriculture Department 
director. 

“Many farmers share a love 
of hunting, and welcome 
suburban sportsment to their 
land, as long as hunters don’t 
damage crops or live stock,” 
Ball says. 

John Calkins, the depart¬ 
ment’s chief deputy director ,, 
feels the welcome may be 
growing cooler by the year, 
especially in densely 
populated areas. 

“More farmers find 
themselves adjacent to high 
population areas where they 
get a lot of strangers,” Calkins 
says. “They are considering 
their equipment, tractors 
potato diggers in the field

and their vulnerability to 
vandalism.” 

Calkins, 50, was raised on a 
farm in Oakland County and 
now owns a tree farm in 
Manistee County. He doesn’t 
post his land against hunters. 

“When I was growing up I 
was in a small town. 
Everybody knew everybody 
else and we had mutual 
respect,” Calkins recalls. 

“It’s not the same now. The 
pressure on the farmers is 
terrific. They are right next to 
Kensington Park near Detroit 
and they are getting a lot of 
requests to hunt. Many people 
are using the farms without 
asking. Many farmers are to 
the point where they will post 
it and say ‘No’.,’ 

Although most Michian 
farmers don’t post their land, 
they are apprehensive about 
possible property damage as 


the number of hunters grows, 
especially around 
metropolitan areas. 

The damage has been done 
by “Sunday shooters,” hun¬ 
ters Calkins describes, as “the 
guys who drink their beer and 
shoot up the bottles, leaving 
all kinds of broken glass 
around. The guys who blast 
away at watering tanks, cut 
fences and drive over crops, 
target practicing on barns and 
valuable trees.” 

He has several suggestions 
for good hunting and good 
will: 

—Ask permission to hunt on 
a farmer’s land and take the 
trouble to know the boun¬ 
daries of the property. 

“If a farmer is willing to 
give permission, he may also 
tell you where the good 
hunting is. That’s a lot better 
than worrying about if he’s

— Get to know the farmer if 
possible. A good hunting dog is 
a prize possession and, if you 
have one, many farmers 
might appreciate an invitation 
to join you. “You might be 
surprised at how welcome you 
could be.” 

In iddition, Calkins notes, 
your nunting trip could be a 
success even if you fail to get 
any game, if you keep your 
eyes open to nature’s other 
offerings. 

“Nobody has to come home 
empty-handed,” he notes. 
“You may not have a bird, but 
a bagful of beechnuts, hickory 
nuts and walnuts. I never saw 
a year like this for walnuts. 
The trees are full of them.” 

And the favorite haunts of 
pheasant-cornfields and 
hedgeros-can provide the 
sharpeyed hunter with the 
makings for autumn table 
decorations for the wife he left 
at home.
